At the age of sixty-five, Laura Ingalls Wilder began writing a series 
of novels for young people based on her early èxperiences on the American 
frontier. Born in the state of Wisconsin in 1867, she and her family were 
rugsed pioneers. Seeking better farm land, they went by covered wagon to 
Missouri in 1869, then on to Kansas the next year, returning to Wisconsin in 
1871, and travelling on to Minnesota and lowa before settlinp permanently 
im South Dakota in 1879. Because of this constant moving, Wilder' early 
cducation took piace sporadically in a succession of ene-roem schools. 
From age thirteen to sixteen, she attended school more regularly, although 
she never øraduated. 


At the aøge of eighteen, she married Almanzo James Wilder. They 
bought a small farm in Ozarks, where they remained for the rest of their 
lives. Their only daughter, Rose, who had become a nationally known 
Journalis(, encouraged her mother to write. Serving as agent and editor, Rose 
negotiated with Harpers to publish her mothers first book, Lile House ïn 
the Big Woods. Seven raore books followed, each chronicling her early lifè 
on the plains. Written from the perspeeUve of a chỉld, they have remained 
popular with young readers from many nations. Twenty years after her deatli 
in 1957, a weekly television series, /ie Howse on the Prairie. Was 
produced, based on the stories from the Wilder books.

Prolessor Meredith Thring. Professor of Mechanical Engineering at 
Queen Mary College. London showed off his latest invention to the Press 
yesterday. It is a mechanical coal miner which. he claims. could solve 
Britain's energy problems within ten years. Not that he thinks the National 
Coal Board will be at all interested. 


"| have taken my previous ideas of mechanical mining to previous 
Chairmen of the Board but cach time nothing has happened." he said. "The 
Board arc not thinking enough about the future. My latest idea would put the 
cost ðŸ coal down and produce twice as much with the same labour force." 


Professor Thring finished making hís mechanical coal miner only on 
Sunday: nipht. He showed the wooden model yesterday at Queen Mary 
College. ILis rather like a giant ant, with a headlight. two TV camera "eyes". 
and arms the same size and streneth as human arms. 

This particular coal miner, however, would only be eighteen inches 
tall, wlhich would enable ¡t to mine mụch smaller areas of coal than those 
that can be mined by human beings. It would open up rích areas of coal in 
the Durham coal fields which have not been workable since the last century. 

"l would have thought the unions would be delighted with the 
mechainical coal miners." said Professor Thring. "We would be employing 
as maity miners as at present, with all their skills, but they would all be 
working on the surface." 
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The human miner would ¡in fact sit at the controls above ;round. He 
would put his hands into "gloves" and work the metal hands cf the coal 
miner as ¡f they were his own. The mechanical miner could go doxn as deep 
as 10,000 feet, and would cost £10,000. 


"It Will put the cost of coal down because the cost of the nachines is 
going to be very low in relation to the present cost of supplying i:esh air to 
mines," said Professor Thring. "there need be no oxygen presen, and this 
would mean there would be no risk of explosions." 


The Professor does his economic sums as follows. Briain needs 
cach year as much energy as 350 million tons of coal would pr:vide; and 
North Sea oïil will only provide the same amount of energy as 1:0 million 
tons of coal for fifty years, while the cost of nuclear power isten times 
greater than the cost of getting oil. 

"We can øet ten times as much coal as North Sea oil. Wev (ðuld have 
250 million tons a year - double the present amount - for 200 yeas at least, 
and solve the energy crisis. The mechanical coal miner could be levelopcd 
and active within six or seven years." 

Could be, certainly! But Professor Thring knows very xell how 
much luck he will need to succeed, which ¡s why he gave the pubic dispiay 
of his latest Invention vesterday. to try to øet oninion-makers on hi: s;de.

Man and most animals need a constant supply öf water to live. 
Farmers need water for their erops. Hydroelectic dams hold back needed 
water and provide water for homes and industries. 

Trees, grasses, and other plant life pÏlay an important part in the 
natural circulaton of water, and thus help conserve it. Without plants 
mostL Water would run off as söoon as ít falls, taking away valuable soil.

The trumpet player Louis Armsưong, or Sachem, as hé was 
usually called, was among the first jaz musicians to achieve international 
fame.

TRAEEIC IN OUR CỊITY 


The volumne of traffic in many cities in the world today zontinues 
to expand. This causes many problems, including serious air aollution, 
lengthy delays, and the greater risk of accidents. Clearly, sometning must 
be done, but it is often difficult to persuade people to change their hab¡ts 
and leave their cars at home. 


One possible approach is to make it more expensive for oeople to 
use their cars by increasing charges for parking and bringing i1 tougher 
fines for anyone who breaks the law. In addition, drivers could be 
required to pay for using particular routes at different tiracs 6 the day. 
This systern, known as "road pricing", is already being introdiced in a 
number of cities, using a special electronic card fixed to the wndscreen 
Of the car. 


Another way of dealing with the problem is to provile cheap 
parking on the outskirts of the city, and strictly control the number of 
vehicles allowed into the centre. Drivers and their passengers tien use a 
special bus service for the final stage of their journey.
